Evening Herald of January 5, which 
contains the annual report of the. offi 
cial who inspects the weights and 
measures of that 
While the re- 
poH has no local significance, it is o 
interest in a general way to every 
person who purchases goods, and a 
perusal of it is commended to the 
mayor and aldermen of Sedalia. The 
report in full follows: 
The first annual 
report 
of 
City 
Sealer of Weights and Measures F. E. 
Dulfner was made to the city council 
last night and proved 
interesting 
document. 
The 
finding 
of 
many 
weighing devices that measured up 
short Is proof of the wisdom of the 
council in passing the measure, and 
particular credit is due Councilman 
Nahm, who introduced the ordinance 
creating the position, and fought for 
its passage until it became a law of 
the city. 
On one single scale it is 
estim ated by the city sealer that the 
loss to customers by short weight was 
over 1400. 
The report in full is as 
follows: 
■Norwalk, O.. Jan. 1, 19 10.—^To the 
Hon. C. P. Venus, Mayor, and Mem­ 
bers of the Council. 
Sirs: 
I here­ 
with submit a report of ray work as 
city sealer of weights and measures, 
from 
the 
time of my appointment, 
February 8 , 19 09 , to December 31, 
1909. 
During 
this 
period I tested 144 
co unter, 49 portable» 27 spring, 
18 
w^agon, 9 dormant, 2 hopper and 2 
track scales, a total of 25 1. 
Of this number, 5 counter, 1 port­ 
able and 4 spring scales were con­ 
demned and order out of commission. 
Among the wagon scales tes.ed, 5 
were condemned until repaired; 
4 of 
t^Rse I found were light ton an aver­ 
age of 60 pounds on a ton, and one 
I found'was JMroken; later on 4 of the 
6 wero^ repaired 
and then tested 
again, found correct and approved. 
Dirt which had accumulated in 1 
dormant scale was the cause of Its 
weighing 4 pounds light on 100. This 
was also the cause for 1 counter scale 
weighing 5 pounds light on 100 and 1 
portable scale 3 pounds light on 100. 
These scales were ordered cleaned, 
and after this was done another test 
found them correct and they were ap­ 
proved.

it would be difficult to ascertain the 
amount of the business conducted by 
these 
particular 
merchants, 
or 
if 
\nown, 
what 
part 
of it had been 
w'eighed on the scales which have 
been condemned, or how often the 
weights w'hich were light had been 


used on a scale which w'as otherwise 
up to the standard. 
The 
following 
single 
illustiation 
will give a faint idea what the aggre­ 
gate loss has been: 
The four spring 
scales which were condemned weigh­ 
ed on an average one ounce light on 
the pound, a id the owmer of one of 
these informed me 
that 
his 
sales 
which were weighed on this scale 
averaged 9 00 pounds per week. 
The shrinkage in this case would 
be about 55 pounds per w’eek; and 
assuming that the purchased article 
averaged 15 cents per pound, this 
shrinkage would represent a loss of 
18 .25 per week, or $429 in one year. 
To improve and facilitate the w'ork 
of the city sealer I would offer the 
following suggestions: 
It is not practical to use on meas­ 
ures, especiaPy liquid measurer, the 
same kind of seals 
now 
used 
on 
scales, and I would suggest that pro­ 
vision be made for a seal which can 
be burnt in on measures mc.de of 
wood, and stamped in on those made 
of metal. 
Provision 
for 
the 
testing of all 
scales and measures used by huck­ 
sters who sell in the city. 
The city sealer should be provided 
with a copy of all ordinances refer­ 
ring to his duties.

clay under the street, 
carrying

away in scoopfuls until he reached a 
spot where the earth above was loose. 
His supports were fragile and iiisuffi' 
cient, and it is a miracle that he was 
not overwhelmed before the cavc-iii 
took place. 
“If he removed an inch a day he 
must have worked with great zeal.

Within the last three week s 200 
American locomotive engineers have 
¡quit their jobs with 
the 
National 
Railroads of Mex ico. 
Many of the 
jmen are passing through San Anto- 


1 nio, en route for their homes in the 
I’nited States. 
They have not re­ 
signed in a body or by order of their 
•organization, the ex odus being due 
to personal initiative. 
According to H. G. Blodgett, cne of 
the retiring engineers, the men are 
leaving because they did not 'w.sh to 
tak e their lives in their hands by run­ 
ning trains with inex perienced and 
incompetent uispatchers and conduc­ 
tors. 
Shortly after the merging of the 
lines now forming the National Rail­ 
roads the Mex ican government, which 
had became the controlling tacTcr in 
the combine, set about to effect the 
Mex icanizatioA of the personnel of 
the roads, and with this in view dis­ 
missed practically the entire office 
force and replaced it with Mex icans. 
Minor American operatives of the 
roads were also discharged, and to 
train Mex icans for the positions of 
conduvctor. dispatcher and locomotive 
engineer, six railroad schools were 
lounded. 
The pupils from these institutions 
are now graduating and are being put 
on the road as^ fast as this can l>e 
done. 
Most of them are said to be 
young boys of a rather better type 
than the average lower class Mex i­ 
can, but still too young and ineffi­ 
cient to be trusted with the running 
of 
a 
train, 
and the lives of those 
aboard. 
The resigning engineers claim that 
they have been under too groat a 
strain as the result of this, and. rath­ 
er than be forever under the fear of 
a smashup they ¡have decided to quit. 
Mex ican so» irceB, 
however, 
allege 
that this move on |he part of the en­ 
gineers is a tactical one, having as 
it object the bringing to terms of the 
National througlt placing the i-ystem 
in a bad predicament by a shortage 
of engineers. 
The road in question
